Unofficial Reports Give 
Nebraska Woman 3-to-l 
Victory; Local Superin- 
tendent Named Vice 
President.

Miss E. Ruth Pyrtle, principal of 
the Bancroft school, Lincoln, Neb., 
was elected president of the National 
Mducation Association by a_ three-to- 
one vote Wednesday in a contest for 
the position with Miss Effie Mac- 
Gregor, of Minneapolis, Minn., accord- 
ing to unofficial reports at the con- 
vention Wednesday night. 

While the official results of the 
election were not available, due to an 
order issued by association officials 
to hold the announcement until this 
morning, it was reported that Miss 
Pyrtle had been given approximately 
000 votes to about 175 for Miss Mac- 
Gregor. It also was reported that 
Willias A. Sutton, superintendent of 
Atlanta schools, was elected a vice 
president of the association, being well 
up in the lead of the 17 candidates 
for the 11 vice presidencies. 

Henry Lester Smith, treasurer, was 
reelected without opposition. 

Miss Pyrtle has had a long and 
fruitful career in the field of educa- 


tion. She took out a homstead on the 
Rosebud Indian reservation in North 
Dakota and obtained money from oc- 
casionat corn crops to enable her to 
attend the association’s conventions 
and to do other work in education” 
She has held ‘numerous offices tn“tke 
Nebraska teachers’ association, and 
has been a member of the Nebraska 
state board of education, which con- 
trols the four state teachers’ colleges, 
for six years.

Sam F. Aiken was convicted of thd 
murder of his wife by a jury in Ful- 
ton county superior court at 8:30 
o'clock Wednesday night and sentenced 
to die in the electric chair August 25. 

Sentence was passed by Judge John 
D. Humphries after the jury had re- 
turned its verdict of guilty without 
recommendation for mercy, following 
three hours of deliberations. 

Aiken, who fatally shot his wife, Ane 
nie May, and a neighbor, Boyce Hun- 
ter, on June 18, received the verdict 
and sentence without yisible show of 
emotion. He was immediately removed 
to Fulton Tower without making # 
statement. 

His attorney, J. R. Hutchinson, of 
Douglasville, announced an appeal 
would be taken, although he would 
not announce on what grounds until a 
copy of the clerk’s record has been 
obtained. 


The doomed man had based his hope 


of acquittal on the plea that Hunter 
had wrecked his home and that his 
wife had been unfaithful. 

Defense counsel in closing argu- 


ments pleaded. with the jury for merey: 
rather than acquittal, The state, repe . 


resented by Solicitor-Getieral John A, 
Boykin, demanded the death penalty. 
Hamilton B, Stephens, son of Ed A, 
Stephens, assistant to Boykin, assisted 
in the prosecution, 

Arguments in the case were con 
cluded at 4:30 o'clock Wednesday aft« 
ernoon, immediately after which Judge 
Humphries read his charge. The jury 
began deliberations about 5:30 
o'clock. 

Wednesday, the second day of the 
trial, was given over to the hearing 
of Aiken’s unsworn statement from 
the witness stand, the rebuttal testi- 
mony offered by the state, which fea- 
tnred the appearance of Elmer and 
Carl Aiken against their father, and

Hutchinson and = his associate, 
Claude Brackett in their argue 
ments to the jury contended that 
Aiken should be shown mercy because 
he killed his wife and Boyce Hunter 
at the Aiken's Cooper street home 
June 18 in what Aiken’s lawyers call- 
ed a “fury” which they said over- 
whelmed him when he caught his wife 
and Hunter together.

j Sugar Tariff Advocated 
: Even by H igh Duty Backers 


Change Is Practically As- 


sured, as Attitudes of 


Various Leaders of 
Movement Are Known.

Washington, July 3.—(Special.)— 
As nearly as any aspect of the traffic 
can be taken for granted, it can now 
he assumed that the fixed duty of 
3 cents a pound on sugar will be 
changed. Willingness to accept modi- 
fication comes from the inmost circle 
of the original advocates of the high 
duty. In convincing ways they have 
been obliged to recognize they could 
not hold their position. 

It is from this circle that now 
emanates a proposal for compromise. 
The suggested compromise will be 
in the form of # sliding scale, work- 
ing, so to speak by reverse action. As 
the price of sugar goes down, the 
tariff will go up and vice versa, The 
three-cent rate will remain in the 
compromise only as a waximum tak- 
ing effect when the price is at a 
minimum. 


So far compromise 


this proposed 
is not much more than an idea. Its 
details have not been worked out. 
Since there is no authoritative form 
of it there is no concrete comment on 
it from perrons who might criticise or 
oppose it. Such comment as there 1s 
takes the form of approval of the 
principle and expresses belief that the 
idea can be worked out in such & 
way as to be reasonably just to all 
the interests involved. 
To Bear on Tariff. 

The support which this compromise 
is certain to have will have a bearing 
on the-tariff as a whole. The theory 
of the sugar compromise is that when 
the price of sugar, as registered in 
seme formal market, reaches a cer- 
tain figure, thereupon automatically 
the tariff is raised or lowered as the 
case may be. Stated on paper this is 
simple. The actual working out of the 
proposed mechanism will involve dit- 
ficulties and it is over these difficul- 
ties that the friends of the compro- 
mise are now at work. The mechanism 
when in practice cannot work auto- 
matically. Some government official, 
presumably must say the word which 
will cause the changed tariff rate 
to go into effect. By this fact the 
proposed compromise is going to in- 
volve the most controversial question, 
the largest one and the most funda- 
mental one in the whole tariff situa- 
tion, 

The theory that the whole tariff 
should be flexible is embodied in the 
bill as it passed the house. The pro- 
vision is that within certain limits, 
the president, upon certain conditions, 
should be able to raise or lower any 
commodity in the tariff. This provi- 
gion was opposed formally and prac- 
tically unanimously by democrats. 
Further than that, the mogt impor- 
fant constitutional argument in the 
tariff debate was made against this 
provision by a republican, Represen- 
tative James M. Beck. of Pennsylva- 
nia. If ean be said briefly, without do- 
lng violence to the facts, that this is 
the only provision of the tariff bill 
to which the democrats made united 
snd effective opposition.

A STORM ADVENTTCRE IN A

Before I started flyin; the mail I 
had to help build an airway route by 
setting up beacons so we could travel 
at night.

One day, flying down the side of the 
world along the coast, I ran into some- 
thing solid and the next moment I was 
crawling out with only one leg in 
working order. The leg was broken. 

I had been flying down a canyon. i 
knew the canyon, every turn and rock, 
as a man knows the street through 
which he walks home. The Sierras

I did it ‘all right, but when I start- 
ed down out of the murk into the 
slightly less murky snow I couldn't 
see very well. Besides, my flying 
speed was not high enough for fast 
work with the controls. 

A. telephone pole 'oomed right ahead, 
too close to dodge. The pole, stouter 
than the spar of my wing, took the 
right of way. In another instant I 
airplane. Due to the “bioken leg I 
so I sat and cussed if. 

But in these days it is different. 
Our high-powered ships fly over 
storms; radio telephones bring the 
ffiendly voice of the weainer man anil 
the field manager to the pilot, telling 
him when it is best to stup and when 
to go ahead.

Gettysburg Memorial Pays 


CONFEDERATE BATTLEFIELD FIGURE UNVEILED 


Honor To Carolina’s Heroes 


Gettysburg, Ta., July 3.—(4)— 
From a. little knoll on the famous 
Gettysburg battlefield four bronze fig- 
ures clad in the uniforms of Confed- 


erate soldiers strained forward to- 
night, their grim faces toward a 
dominant figure on horseback. 

Those four images of North Caro- 
lina’s sons seemed to contest the 
might of the equestrian, General 
George Gordon Meade, to repulse 
them. But even so one of the quartet 
was wounded, depicting what was to 
happen to Pickett’s charge. 

North Carolina’s monument to its 
700,000 dead and wounded at Gettys- 
burg was unveiled today at a spot 
within view of the equestrian statue 
of the hero of Gettysburg, General 
Meade, erected at Bloody Angle on 
the high. water mark. ‘the location 
of the new memorial is in front of a 
clump of trees from where the men in 
gray began that heroic but futile 
charge against Meade and his Union 


army on July 3, 1863, 66 years ago. 

The spirit of those heroes was typi- 
fied by former Governor Angus W. 
McLean, of North Carolina, in the 
dedicatory address. He said: 

“Here was written a new amend- 
ment to our constitution; an amend- 
ment whieh although debated for 50 
years could not be agreed upon, but 
which was here destined to be writ- 
ten into the constitution in crimson 
of the best blood of the nation.” 

Several hundred citizens of North 
Carolina, including Governor O, Max 
Gardner, attended the ceremonies. 

The fourth monument to be erected 
by one-time Confederate states to the 
memory of their sons at Gettysburg. 
It was unveiled by four children. 
Gutzon Borglum designed the bronze 
group at a cost of $50,000. A monolith 
and metal ledger containing the names 
of those killed in the battle were 
dedicated at the same time as the 
gift of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 


DROUTH ENDANGERS 
FORESTS IN COLORADO

Denver, Colo., July 3—(4#)—Forests 
as dry as tinder and yellow pasture 
lands which flames lick up in a swift 
billow of red tongues have transform- 
ed timber and range acres in this sec- 
tion of the west into natural fire 
traps. A ban on camp fires has been 
imposed by Allen 8S. Peck, district 
forester, in an effort to diminish the 
hazard of denuding the national forest 
acreage. 

Mr. Peck'’s order said that an 
“emergency existed” due to continued 


dry winds and lack of moisture. 


The ban will be effective on hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres in Colo- 
rade, Wyoming, South Dakota, Ne- 
braska and Oklahoma. Fires may be 
built only at points where improved 
camp grounds are established. Fire- 
works will be prohibited in the nation- 
al forests of the district tomorrow. 

Irrigation farmers in this vicinity 
are at a loss to obtain water for their 
lands. They have tried unavailingly 
to buy water from the city and county 
of Denver to save their crops. 

A forest fire approximately 650 
miles southwest of Denver, near the 
watershed of one of the city’s reser- 
voirs, last night had not been brought 
under control.

We read that Jesus taught His 
disciples in secret.

Plainly the composite character of 
the audiences which broadcasting se- 
cures must more or less dictate the 
programs. The greatest good for the 
greatest number is the guiding princi- 
Public service is the law of ra- 
dio’s being, and only those stations 
which obey these fundamentals will 
ultimately succeed. 

No men are more solicitous to aid 
the central mind of the American peo- 
ple than the directors of leading broad- 
casting stations. Comparisons are 
difficult, because the radio field is 
unique and unprecedented.

Prior to the Reformation. divorce 
was forbidden in all Catholic coun- 
tries.: But separations were common. 
After the Reformation the courts of 
Protestant nations held that divorce 
for adultery was a part of the com- 
mon law. and the Protestant churches 
sustained this ruling. In Scotland, 
however, divorce for desertion was en- 
acted by parliament in 1573. The 
measure provides that if a spouse will- 
fully deserts the society of his or her 
mate and remains in desertion for four 
vears the marriage can then be dis- 
solved. 

You may be interested to know that 
secular legislation forbidding divorce 
for any cause, and based on a text of 
the New Testament, did not obtain 
until about five centuries after the 
Christian era began. The Eastern 
church has always permitted divorce. 
The Western church maintained the 
strict view of the indissolubility of the 
marriage vow until the Reformation.

THE PREVALENCE OF 
PELLAGRA. 


Last year 847 persons died from pel- 
lagra in North Carolina, which state 
has better public health administra- 
tion than most of the southern states. 
Dr. George M. Cooper, of the North 
Carolina health department, says that 
the eradication of pellagra is a medical 
problem, because the practicing physi- 
cian is the first to observe any illness 
of this nature and can impart ‘to his 
patients or patrons knowledge of the 
proper diet to prevent and cure pela- 
gra. 
gestions so freely published in news- 
papers, Dr. Cooper observes that ‘“‘much 
of this stuff is rotten, some of it is 
misleading and a considerable part of 
it would be actually a menace to 


health if followed in detail.” Let news- 


paper writers who find the cap a good 
fit wear it; it does not fit me be- 
cause I never publish such stuff. 

Pellagra,- then, has more than four 
and one-half times as many casualties 
as typhoid fever in the same period. 
That will give northern people a fair 
conception of the prevalence of this 
disease in the south. Seldom does pel- 
lagra occur in the north. 

Dr. Cooper's instructive article on 
the eradication of pellagra is published 
in the Health Bulletin of the North 
Carolina state board of _- health, 
Raleigh N. C., for April, 1929. From 
this I draw the data here quoted. 

Pellagra is a deficiency disease. It 
has been produced artificially by omit- 
ting certain food from the diet long 
enough. It has been cured by adding 
the necessary food to the diet. Food, 
and food alone, will eliminate pellagra. 

The nutritive and health promoting 
virtues of yeast are recognized, but 
ordinary foods answer the purpose bet- 
ter—this is the concensus of opinion of 
our national and state health authori- 
ties. 

Italy, formerly a great sufferer from 
pellagra, has practically eliminated the 
disease in the last five years. Twenty- 
five years ago Italy built 50 great hos- 
pitals for pellagra patients, similar to 
our tuberculosis hospitals; at that 
time it was estimated there were 70.- 
000 bed-ridden pellagra victims in 
Italy. In 1927 Italy had only 40 
deaths from pellagra in a population 
of 40,000,000, 

North Carolina, one of the richest 
agricultural states in the union, has 
suffered from “too-much frying pan,” 
in the picturesque language of the late 
Dr. E. J. Wood, of Wilmington. By 
that he meant the habit of depending 
largely upon salt bacon and bolted or 
refined corn meal—not the southern 
frying. Dr. Wood was a noted stu- 
den of pellagra. He had learned that 
while the people remained on the farm 
and raised and ate their own food they 
remained well: but when they left the 
farm to take jobs they purchased their 
food from the commissary or from the 
store and thus got bolted corn meal 
instead of the kind the corn was 
ground into when they took it to the 
neighboring gristmill. . 

The pellagra preventing essential 1s 
present in nearly all watural fresh 
foods except oils and fats, particularly 
in fresh lean meant, and in powdered 
yeast.

Blocker, 
were convinced that the dogs had 
picked up the trail and were making 
headway. ‘Three other men arrested 
at the still, I. ©. Wesson, Clarence 
Ellison and Dewey Pressley, have been 
placed in the Rockford jail. They 
are charged with manufacturing 
whisky. 

Sheriff Snyder said that Gillespie 
was shot by Faulkner when they with 
two other officers, closed in on the 
still as the men were starting to “fire 
up” and after lying in wait in a near- 
by thicket a greater portion of the 
night. Gillespie returned Faulkner's 
fire, the sheriff said, but not until 
after he had been wounded. Although 
he received a full charge in the face, 
chest and abdomen, attendants at the 
hospital here where he is confined ex- 
pressed the belief that he would re- 
cover.

Two champions who are far behind 
their 1928 stride are Babe Ruth and 
Dazzy Vance. Handicapped by ill- 


ness which kept him out of the game 


more than three weeks, Ruth has been 
forced to relinquish the major league 
bome run lead to young Melvin Ott, 
of the New York Giants. 

Ott leads all major league home run 
hitters with 23. Ruth is in seventh 
place with 17, On July 2, a year ago, 
Ruth hit home run No. 31, making 
him about 15 homers behind his 1928 
pace. 


VANCE LOSES OUT. 


Although Ruth can wipe out his 
poor start by some steady flusging 
during the last half of the * season, 
tere is small chance’ that Dazzy 
Vance’ will retain the major league 
strikeout laurels he has held for 
seven years. 

Like Ruth, Vance has been hindered 
by illness which kept him on the 
shelf for six weeks. He has pitched 
ir but 12 games and has a scant 46 
strikeouts to his credit. 

Vance registered 200 strikeouts last 
season, winning the major league 
strikeout crown over Lefty Grove, of 
the Athletics, who hung up 185. 

Grove is away to a flying start 
this year and promises to win the 
honor denied him a year ago by 
Vance. Grove leads both leagues in 
strikeouts with 85 to bis credit. Pat 
Malone, of the Cubs, leads the gtrike- 
out artists of the National league 
with 72. 

In 1926 when Vance was laid up 
with a sore arm Grove won the ma- 
joc league strikeout championship, but 
ir six of the eight seasons since 
Vance came’to Brooklyn from New 
Orleans the Dazzler has led both 
leagues. Vance has registered 1,335 
strikeouts during his major league 


career.

PRO STANDARD HIGH. 

There is no reason why the profes- 
sionals should be disequraged. The 
standard of golf as played by profes- 
sionals in America is very high. The 
American Ryder cup team this spring 
made what was perhaps the greatest 
tour American athletes, amateur or 
professional, ever made in foreign 
lands. The professionals are conduc - 
ing their games and themselves better 
than ever in the history. of golf. 

All things considered I am inclined 
to think that the fact that the present 
genius of the game happens to be an 
amateur is a good thing for the profes- 
sionals in that it stimulates interest 
in the game among the hundreds of 
thousands of amateur players who are 
served by the professionals. 

There is no telling who will be the 
next genius of golf. But it is certain 
that that vast army of amateurs on 
both sides of the Atlantic, which out- 
numbers the professionals by about 
300 to 1, has always produced and 
always will produce a few outstanding 
stars, although Bobby Jones outshines 
them all.

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AMERICA BECOMING 
HISTORY CONSCIOUS 


Virginia Authority Speaks 
at Session of N. E. A. 
Convention. 


America is becoming conscious of its 
own history to an amazing degree, 
declared Paul Wilstach, contributor to 
the National Geographic Magazine, 
and authority on tidewater Virginia 
history, Wednesday. following an il- 


lustrated leeture for the National 
Education Association delegates at 
Fulton High school. The lecture was 
on the subject of “Geography’s Influ- 
ence on the Settlement of America; 
the Romance and Charm of Colonial 
Life in Virginia.” 

‘There has never been a time when 
we have been so interested in our 
own past—in the evolution of our 
own country.” Wilstach said. “We 
are becoming more and more inter- 
ested in the great figures concerned 
ir the building of our great republic. 
Juis is manifest in endiess ways, par- 
tivularly in the great number of 
homes of celebrated characters which 
have recently been made national 


shrines.” 
South Interested. 

The south is becoming history con- 
scious, and in Virginia a society for 
the preservation ‘of Virginia antiqui- 
ties and a history conservation de- 
pertment of the government have 
marked many historical spots with 
metal plates, he said. Among the na- 
tional shrines established in Virginia 
are Mount Vernon, Jefferson’s Monti- 
cello, Stratford Hall of the Lee fam- 
ily and Walter Reed’s home. 

The rest of the country is becoming 
aware of the history of the south, 
Mr. Wilstach said. “There is evi- 
dence in Atlanta and Georgia that 
vou are beginning to appreciate your 
own historic people and places, and 
i‘ this appreciation grows and is fos- 
tered as it is in one or two other 
southern states, I believe you’ will 
wake up some morning surprised to 
find out the place historic touring 
bad in the list of industries. 

Tobacco First. 

“Virginia caleulated this the other 
day and discovered that the tourist 
is its second industry, tobacco being 
the first.” 

Asked to give his opinion of which 
event in southern history in the past 
few years will probably be accorded 
the greatest place in history several 
generations hence, Mr. Wilstach said 
that the greatest event of the last 
few years in the south was the dis- 
covery that the mosquito carries the 
verms of typhoid, malaria and yellow 
fever, and that the extermination of 
the mosquito seéms to be the greatest 
single benefit conferred on man in the 
south in many years.

Toward the end of the day, however, 
wheat crop advices from the north- 
west became more and more pessimis- 
tic, and one leading expert summariz- 
ing North Dakota losses described 
them as literally startling, indicating 
for the state but half a crop at the 
best and in many places not even so 
much as seed back. Upturns in price 
also were promoted by word that ex- 
port sales of North American wheat 
today totaled 1,000,000 bushels or 
more, and that for the first time 
this senson wheat values at Buenos 
Aires were higher than at Kansas 
City. 

Corn prices reflected the advance of 
wheat, and also were influenced by 
unfavorable corn crop reports from 
section hetween Chicago and Dayton, 
tihie.
